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REMARKS 

Claims 1-6, 8-11,21-24, 28-38, and 41-43 are all of the claims presently pending in the 
application. 

On July 2, 2007 the Examiner transmitted a proposed amendment to Applicant's 
representative, which the Examiner indicated would place the AppUcation in condition for 
immediate allowance . 

On July 9, 2007 Applicant's representative contacted the Examiner to authorize the 
Examiner to enter the proposed amendment.
